HAVE LONG EXISTED

Egypt Reveals Plots by Women 


in Description by Baikle.

Washington, June 
5.—What was 
probably the first suffragette plot in 
listory is described by James Baikie 
n a communication to the National 
Geographic society at Washington, D. 
ij., summarizing the more recent ex- 
plorations and excavations in Egypt 
yhich have done much to reveal the 
listory of. an ancient world power. 
"We have a very full record of the 
process against certain ladies of the 
larem o£ King Rameses III of the 
.wentieth dynasty, which exhibits the 
larem intrigue in all its familiar fea- 
tures," writes Mr. Baikie. 
"Officials 


of the harem are bribed, messages are 
-sent out to officers of the troops from 
Oie secluded ladies, inviting the help 
of the army to overthrow the king 
and set up a pretender, and the re- 
sources of witchcraft are called in to 
nsure the success of the scheme. Tn 
this case even the discovery of the 
plot did not put an end to the 
machinations of those concerned. The 
udges 
in the trial were tampered 
with, and the result was a hgilily (lis- 
reditable exposure of the corruption 
jf the Egyptian bench as well as that 
of the harem." 
Continuing his discussion of the po- 
sition of women in ancient Egypt, Mr 
3aikie says: 
"Though there are certain features 
such as their loose ideas in the mat 
;er of consanguinity, which shock our 
modern sense of morality, the ideas 
and. practice of the ancient Egyptians 
in respect to the position of woman 
are remarkably advanced and ration- 
al, comparing very favorably with 
those of the great nations of classical 
antiquity. Woman was to the Egyp- 
:ian not the slave of man or the min- 
ister of his pleasures; she was his 
:ompanion, his fellow-worker on very 
nqual terms, often his adviser, not in- 
frequently his ruler. 
"There existed in the 
Egyptian 
mind a sentiment that could almost 
je called reverence for womanhood 
particularly in respect of its grea! 
'unction of motherhood—a sentiment 
which is much more akin to our mod 
erii Western view than anything else 
that we meet with among ancienl 
peoples. 
The mother was respectec 
tor her supreme share in the life anc 
upbringing of her children, and for all 
the self-sacrifice which is essentially 
involved in true motherli.ood, anc 
[rom the very earliest days the child 
was carefully indoctrinated with the 
duty of reverencing and loving the 
mother who bore and nourished him 
So strong was this sentiment that on 
the tombs of th.e old kingdom the 
mother of the deceased is as a rule 
represented together with his wife 
while the father rarely appears. 
In 
noble Egyptian, families the general 
though 
not invariable, custom was 
that the b.eir of the house was not 
the eldest son, but the son of the 
eldest daughter. 
Under the middle 
kingdom this rule prevailed to such 
an extent that the inheritance passed 
from one family to another through 
heiresses 
He who married an heiresp 
ganied for his son the inheritance o 
his father-in-law. 
. 
. 
"Men of the upper classes had their 
harems. 
Pharaoh himself appears in 
all ages to have been the possessor o 
a large harem. 
Under the empire 
the harem was supervised by an elder 
ly matron, and was administered bj 
high offiiciols—'the governor of the 
royal harem,' 'the scribe of th.e roya 
harem,' 'the delesate for the harem — 
while a number ot slaves watched ove 
the ladies and guarded them from the 
outside world. 
The scale to which 
such an establishment could attain i 
illustrated by the case of Amenhotep 
HI. When tbe Kinp of Mitanni sen 
him his daughter Gilukhipa in mar 
riase. the young lady was accompanie 
by V train of 317 maidens, who wer 
doubt added to the royal harem."

Over-speculation Does Not Exist and; 


Money la Not So Scarce, Says 


the Speaker.

Raleigh, N. C., June 6.—Secretary 


or Commerce Redfleld, in a speech 
here last night before the Chamber 
of Commerce, discussed business con- 
ditions throughout tbe country. In 
part, he said: 
"If we would place the business at- 
mosphere of the country on a sort ot 
commercial weather map such as im 
used by the weather service we should 
find a curious condition. In the ex- 
treme southeast and southwest would 
be areas where the business barom- 
eter is high. All through the great 
central part of tbe country, -where tbe 
bulk of our wheat is grown, would be 
another great area of fair weather 
and high pressure. Over the great 
cotton areas of the south would be no 
depression, not even unsettled condi- 
tions, but a normal 
looking 
for 
great agricultural favors 'expected to 
come. High barometer also prevails 
where automobiles are made in and 
about the lake area. Over the north- 
eastern states would be found a sec- 
tion of low barometer and marked 
depression. If the state of mind of 
the different parts of our 
country 
could be shaded in colors, the great 
body of the west would be white, 
while an area of dull gray would re- 
present our northeastern states. 
"One does not mean to deride a de- 
pressed state of mind in speaking of 
it as a psychological condition. The 
people that feel that way feel lust aa 
badly about it as if the condition were 
physical rather than 
psychological.

Odessa, June 5.—The third stage in 
Russia's ambitious naval program for 
the BInck sea was concluded today 
with the successful launching of the 
dreadnaught Ekastorina II at the Nik- 
olaieoff navy yard.

launched, and soon to go into commis- 
sion, are the Empress Maria and the 
Alexander III. The fourth, the Ivan- 
the Terrible, is to be laid down on the 
ways vacated by the Ekastorina II. 
The six destroyers and the six sub-- 
marines, included in

program, 
have already been completed, ami two 
armored cruisers are building. There 
is also being constructed one of the 
largest floating docks in the world, 
capable of carrying a vessel of 40,000 
tons.

In ignoring him. 
In an editorial in 


& reputable daily newspaper, entitled, 
"God 
Not to Blame," commendation 


•was given to a Unitarian minister who, 
In speaking of the recent burning of a 
club house in St. Louis, where more 
than thirty persons lost their lives, 
eaid that the disaster was to be attrib- 
uted to "criminal stupidity and obsti- 
nacy." Commendation was also given 
to another minister, who said that the 
disaster was an "evidence of the shal- 
low fashion in which men accept so- 
cial responsibility." 
In connection 


•with these commendations this was 
said: "It used to be the fashion to 
blame God for such disasters, or at 
least to speak of them as mysterious 
dispensations of his providence. We 
5iave outgrown that cowardly and un- 
intelligent viewpoint." The question 
arises in connection with this edito- 
rial, Was God asleep when the club 
house burned, or was he so far away 
that he could not get information of 
the event? Such questions seem ridic- 
ulous, even blasphemous, for God was 
awake and 
everywhere immanent. 


Granting that as to human responsi- 
bility the remarks of both the min- 
isters referred to were correct, does 
that rule God out? 
God may work 


through men or events for the accom- 
plishment of his mysterious provi- 
dence, as he may work without them. 
How could the destruction of Pompeii 
and Herculanetim, of St. Pierre, of 
Galveeton, or of San Francisco be con- 
nected with criminal stupidity and ob- 
stinacy? As far as men can see, man 
could have nothing to do with those 
occurrences, and yet they were disas- 
ters greater than that in St. Louis. 
Had God anything to do with them? 
How God is in such events we are not 
able-to explain, and so short-sighted 
are we in the face of disaster that 
cannot be charged to human stupidity 
and obstinacy that all we can do Is 
io acknowledge that we cannot under- 
stand, and to say, "For so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 


In the text there are three things 


to be noticed. God claims to be Lord, 
in the words, "I am Jehovah and there 
is none else." That ie to say, "In all 
the great universe, I am the supreme 
God, I created the universe, I made 
the laws to control it, and nothing 
transpires within it without my knowl- 
edge." If we concede the knowledge 
of God, logic compels us to say that 
everything is according to his pur- 
pose, however we fail to reconcile 
some things with the character of 
God as loving and merciful. 


God says to Cyrus, I will gird thee, 


which, means, I will strengthen thee. 
As the armies of Cyrus swept over 
Asia, and kingdom after kingdom fell 
before him, as the great walls of Bab- 
ylon, presumably impregnable, were 
no barrier to his entrance into the 
city, doubtless Cyrus would be tempt- 
ed to think of himself as a great world 
conqueror, in the style of ancient days, 
although we do not have record to that 
effect. God had a great work for Cy- 
rus to do, and, to impress this upon 
him, tells him that the strength that 
he would show in his military success 
was simply God's strength. In mod- 
ern times great political, social and 
military movements are made, and 
•those making them largely ignore God, 
but God is in ail of them. 
God was 


moving in the Russo-Japanese war, in 
the Chinese revolution, !n the war in 
the Balkan states, and he Is now mov- 
ing in Great Britain in connection with 
the Irish question, and in Mexico in 
connection with the civil war. In all 
thp great movements of modern tiroes. 
In the great inventions, and all accom- 
plishments of men that are the won- 
der of an onlooklng world, God is 
moving. 


The charge of God against Cyrus 


•was that as yet he was not recogniz- 
ing God. That is precisely what we 
believe that editorial failed to do in 
connection with the St. Louie disaster. 
God was not ignorant of that disaster, 
nor of the burning, of the steamer 
Sloeum, nor of tie sinking of'the Ti- 
tanic, although in connection with all 
these events man was criminally stu- 
pid and obstinate. 


As the president of the 
United 


States is watchfully waiting the issue 
of the struggle in Mexico, so ought 
nian to watchfully wait as he sees 
God working in the world. Shato- 
speare was not wrong when he said: 
"There is a divinity that shapes our 
.•nds, rough hew them how we may."
